The  Bulldogs  marched  44  yards  for  their  second 
touchdown,  midway  the  second  quarter,  with  Charlie 
Bussey  scoring  from  the  one  yard  line  on  a  quarter- 
back sneak.  Again  Morgan's  placement  was  perfect 
and  Henderson   was   ahead   14-0. 

Wilsons  lone  score  came  after  the  second  Bulldog 
touchdown.  They  drove  60  yards  with  Gay  going  over 
from  the  ten  yard  line  to  score  Gay's  placement 
was  no   good   and  the   Bulldogs   led    14-6. 

The  final  Bulldog  score  came  in  the  last  minutes 
of  the  game  when  little  "Red"  Blue  wiggled  his  way 
through  the  middle  of  the  Wilson  line  to  score  from 
nine  yards  out  for  the  third  Bulldog  tally.

BULLDOGS  ROLL  OVER  ROCKETS  20-0 

The  Henderson  High  Bulldogs  successfully  opened 
defense  of  their  District  Three  Title  by  grinding  out 
an  impressive  20-0  victory  over  the  Roxboro  Rockets. 
The  Bulldogs  used  an  aggressive  ground  attack  while 
checking  the  Rockets'  passing  and   running  attack. 


Henderson  scored  first  in  the  opening  quarter  on 
a  50-yard  touchdown  drive  climaxed  by  Fred  Beasley's 
pass  to  Don  Gwynn,  who  scampered  over  for  the 
initial  score  from  6  yards  out.  Buddy  Morgan's  try 
for  the  extra  point  was  wide  and  Henderson  led  6-0. 
Henderson  scored  again  with  the  second  half  only 
seconds  old.  With  the  ball  on  the  Roxboro  thirty 
yard  line  Beasley  rammed  his  way  through  a  hole  in 
the  Roxboro  line  for  a  30  yard  touchdown  sprint.

The 
fired-up  Red  Devils  outplayed  the  Bulldogs,  but  the 
breaks  went  Henderson's  way  and  they  managed  to 
defeat   the   stubborn   Orphanage   crew   7-6. 

Oxford  Orphanage  broke  the  scoring  ice  in  the 
second  quarter  on  a  66  yard  touchdown  drive  that 
was  climaxed  when  Powell  went  over  from  the  one 
to  score.  Gibb's  try  for  the  extra  point  was  wide 
and  Oxford  Orphanage  led  6-0.

Henderson  rolled  95  yards  following  the  game  open- 
ing kickoff  to  get  their  first  tally  of  the  night.

The  Bulldogs  record  in  conference  play  is  7-0-1 
giving  them  the  title  on  percentage  points'  over  Gra- 
ham. The  Red  Devils  ended  the  season  with  a  6-0-1 
record, 

Fred  Beasley  took  the  opening  kickoff,  fumbled 
but  recovered  and  ran  to  the  Henderson  20  yard  line 
to  launch  the  first  touchdown  drive  Two"  15-yard 
penalties  helped  to  check  the  Bulldogs,  but  then  a  40 
yard  pass  from  Bussey  to  Don  Gwvnn  carried  the 
ball  to  the  Chapel  Hill  34  yard  line.  "Billv  Thompson 
scampered  to  the  16  and  a  first  down.  Beasley  moved 
to  the  11  and  then  Thompson  plowed  through  the 
middle  of  the  Chapel  Hill  line  for  the  first"  score 
Buddy  Morgan's  placement  was  blocked  and  Hender- 
son  led   6-0.

Henderson     entered    the     Eastern     Class     AA     finals 
against  Rockingham  as  a  result  of  their  crushing  48-19 
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defeat  of  the  Washington  Pam  Pack.  The  fired-up 
Bulldogs,  gunning  for  the  State  AA  championship, 
completely  overpowered  the  Pam  Pack.  Veterans  Field 
was  a  slough  of  water  and  muss  as  a  result  of  heavy 
rains  which  soaked  the  field  for  several  days  preceding 
the  game.  The  Bulldogs  took  this  in  stride  though  and 
ran  up  their  highest  scoring  total   of  the   season. 

Henderson  tallied  first  after  four  minutes  of  the 
first  quarter  were  history.  Billy  Trado  blocked  a 
Washington  kick  and  Don  Gwynn  recovered  to  set 
up  the  score.  Three  plays  later  Chunking,  Charlie 
Bussey  heaved  to  Fred  Beasley  who  stepped  across 
the  goalline  to  score.  The  play  covered  a  total  of  23 
yards.  "True  Toe"  Morgan  converted  to  give  Hender- 
son a  7-0  lead. 

Minutes  later,  the  Bulldogs  fumbled  with  Wash- 
ington's Young  scooping  up  the  lost  ball  and  scamper- 
ing 32  yards  to  score.  Jack  Puckett  kicked  the  extra 
point  attempt  and  Henderson  had  a  narrow  7-6  lead. 
The  Bulldogs  took  the  following  kickoff  and  launched 
a  73-yard  touchdown  drive.  Climaxing  the  drive  was 
Beasley  who  exploded  through  the  middle  of  the 
Washington  line  and  galloped  40  yards  to  score.  Mor- 
gan's conversion  was  wide  to  put  the  Bulldogs  out 
front  13-6.  Henderson  got  into  high  gear  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  quarter  by  reaching  paydirt 
again.  This  time  it  was  William  Gregory  who  smashed 
over  from  the  two  ending  a  65  yard  Bulldog  march. 
Morgan  again  added  the  extra  point  for  a  20-6  lead. 
Washington  took  the  following  kickoff  and  drove  into 
Henderson  territory  but  John  White  recovered  a  Pam 
Pack  fumble  to  end  the  threat.

John  White 
blocked  Rhodes'  effort  for  the  extra  point  and  the 
scoreboard  read  Henderson  27,  Washington  12.  Hen- 
derson came  right  back  following  the  kickoff  and 
drove  75  yards  for  their  fifth  touchdown.  Billy  Trado 
scored,  climaxing  the  drive,  when  Charlie  Bussey 
passed  to  him  from  24  yards  out.  Morgan  added  the 
extra   point  and   it   was   the   Bulldogs   out  front   34-12. 

Washington's  Lee  Smith  caught  Henderson  off  guard 
as  he  took  the  following  kickoff  and  outran  the  Bull- 
dogs 85  yards  for  the  Pam  Pack's  last  TD.  Rhodes' 
placement  was  good  and  it  was  Henderson  with  a 
34-19  lead. 

Shortly  after  the  fourth  quarter  began,  Beasley 
went  around  left  end  on  the  statue  of  liberty  play  to 
score  from  20  yards  out.  Morgan  again  was  perfect 
with  his  placement  and  the  Bulldogs  had  a  comfortable 
41-19  lead.  Several  plays  after  the  following  kickoff, 
the  Pam  Pack  fumbled  with  Elton  Short  recovering 
to  set  up  Henderson's  seventh  and  final  score.

The  Henderson  High  Bulldogs,  trailing  7-6  going 
into  the  fourth  quarter,  counted  a  touchdown  and  a 
field  goal  to  turn  almost  defeat  into  a  16-7  victory 
over  the  Rockingham  Rockets  to  win  the  Eastern  AA 
championship. 

The  Henderson  Bulldogs  were  behind  for  the  first 
time  this  year,  7-0,  after  Rockingham  scored  early 
in  the  first  period. 

Hal  Knott  returned  the  following  kickoff  from  the 
29  to  the  39  to  launch  the  Bulldogs'  first  touchdown 
drive.  Knott  turned  left  end  to  the  49  and  Beasley 
moved  the  ball  to  midfield.

Trado 
caught  a  pass  before  stepping  out  of  bounds  on  the 
ten.  Beasley  skirted  left  end  for  four  yards  and  a  first 
down  on  the  six.  Three  passes  failed  and  Morgan 
on  the  next  play,  kicked  his  insurance  field  goal  from 
the  13  yard  line  and  slightly  to  the  left  of  the  uprights.

IN    CLASS   AA   FINALS 

The  Henderson  High  School  Bulldogs  tasted  defeat 
for  the  first  time  this  year  as  they  went  down  before 
a  strong  Charlotte  Harding  team  to  the  tune  of  32-13. 
As  a  result  of  their  victory  the  Harding  Rams  took  the 
State  Class  AA  title  and  left  Henderson  with  runner-up 
nonors.  The  plucky  Bulldogs  were  definitely  the 
underdogs  and  though  outweighed,  they  carried  the 
fight  to  the  heavier  Harding  team.  The  spirited  Bull- 
dogs captured  the  hearts  of  the  fans  for  their  never- 
say-die  play  and  there  were  many  fans  who  considered 
Henderson   as  winning   a   moral   victory. 

On  Henderson's  first  play  from  scrimmage,  Charlie 
Bussey  heaved  a  pass  to  Billy  Trado  who  was  brought 
down  just  yards  short  of  the  goalline.  The  Bulldogs 
failed  to  score  though  as  Charlotte  intercepted  a  pass 
to  stop  the  scoring  threat.  Henderson  held  Charlotte 
in  check  and  the  Rams  were  forced  to  punt,  the  ball 
going  out  of  bounds  on  the  Harding  44.  Henderson 
took  over  and  Bussey  passed  but  Charlotte's  Cumming- 
ham  intercepted  and  dashed  69  yards  to  tally  the  first 
score  of  the  game.

The 
extra  point  atempt  was  good  and  Charlotte  was  out 
front  26-13.  Minutes  later  Harding  scored  again  against 
the  tired  Bulldogs  but  this  time  the  extra  point  place- 
ment was  blocked  and  the  score  stood  at  32-13  in  favor 
of  Charlotte.  That  was  all  the  scoring  for  the  night 
as   the   game  ended   a  few  seconds   later. 

Although  Charlotte  won,  Henderson  had  the  game's 
individual  star  in  Fred  Beasley  who  was  a  "workhorse 
in  the  Henderson  backfield.  Beasley  led  both  teams 
in  ground  gaining  honors  and  along  with  the  other 
boys  on  the  team  made  a  good  showing  for  themselves 
against  the  stronger  Harding  eleven. 

This  game  concluded  an  outstanding  season  for  the 
Henderson  Bulldogs.  Henderson  was  undefeated  in 
conference  play;  the  only  blemish  on  their  record 
being  7-7  tie  with  Graham.  After  winning  the  District 
Three  title,  Henderson  advanced  to  the  playoff  for  the 
Eastern  title.  As  a  result,  of  their  victory  over  Rock- 
ingham, Henderson  moved  to  the  State  Class  AA  title 
game  against  Charlotte  Harding  who  won  the  Western 
title. 

The  1952  football  team  was  a  smooth  working  one 
which  will  always  be  remembered  for  its  spirited  and 
determined  play.  Seven  players  on  the  team  ended 
their  high  school  careers  with  the  Charlotte  game. 
They  are  John  White,  Don  Gwynn,  Tucker  Smith,  Max 
Rogers,  Charlie  Bussey,  Buddy  Morgan,  and  Fred 
Beasley.  So  with  this  in  mind  we  say  goodbye  to 
football  until  next  year.
